Ao eelebration of Swedish-Amertean day
Added another success to the features that
bave marked the week at the sxposition,
The effective work that has been done by
the local committees was evident in the
fmmense crowd of Swedish-Americans that
4w A8 brought together and In the excellence
of the entertainment that fittingly closed the
program of the day. There was no hitch In
any of the arrangements and nothing was
lapking to complete the enjoyment of the
vigltors and send them away with many
ploasant memories of the occasion,

While the actunl celebration did not oc-

cur until evening the Swedish people made
up & large proportion of (he crowd
all  day. They were the firat  to
come in the morning and their  modest
'nxlm\ budges were conspleusus nll over the
grounds. Not only was the bhulk of the
Bwedlsh-American population of Omaha in
evidence, but they brought with them hun-
dreds of their nationality from a score of
Nobraska ond lown citlies. Among them
were some of thelr most prominent orators
and divines nnd it was altogether a sturdy
and represontative erowd.

The most striking fenture of the erowd was
the evident determinntion of the people to
enjoy thelr hollday to the utmost lmit
Every otne was happy and no one scemed 1o
minil the heat or fatigue. They went at
thelr sightseeing with a vim and enervgy
that are unusul n exporition erowds In
midenmmer. That It was a puatrlotic con-
course was  indieated by the mauner in
which the people crowded around every fea-
ture that was wsuggestive of militnry or
niaval ldeas. The Governmoent bullding was
crowded every minute duripg the day sud
the courteouns attendamts were Kept busy
explaining the workings of the torpedoes,
ordnance uml other fightlng exhibite, One
six-pound shell ln the Manufactures bulld-
log wan continually surrounded. It was re-
covered by the divers from the wreck of
the Madne and Is st rasty from ita salt
water bath, But there was sonreely an ob-
ject on the grounds that attracted sach
general notice anid over whith the people
lingered go long and earnssily.

No headquarters were established on the
grounds, but the distinguished guests of the
occasion assembled by common consent ot
the Press building about poon and enjoyved
o= Lhemselves in the assembly room amjd the
cooi breezes which made the bullding one
of the coolent pluces on the ground.

There wis not 4 vacant aext on
the lower floor nnd yvery few remalued in the
gullery when the exercises commonced.

The front of the stage was prettily deco-
rated with palms and other follnge plants,
and these, with the bunting hung from the
culling amd ahout tho front of thoe gellery,
gave the interior of the great building a
festival appearance in keeping with  the
charneter of the occaston, [IPlags In pro-
fusion were usied ln  the decora-
tlons, "0l Glory" predominating, and the
national colors of Bweden belug on every
side.

The speaker also referred to the fortultous
clrecumstances which had resulted In bring-
ing together the representatives of the varl-
ous denominations In a grand celebration of
a natlonnl feast day and exprossed the hope
that this was only the bheginning of a grand
era of harmony when all the natives of the
old fatherland shall be united by a bond bf
unity and eommon interest,

The first choral number was the psalm
CL. and the volume of sound which was
called forth st the bid of the baton wielded
by Prof. Adolf Edgren folfilled the antlel-
pations of the audience. The chorus was
well balatced and the manner in which the
selection was rendered spoke volumes for the
capabilities of the singers and the vigorous
training required to produce wuch unison
of execullon In the short time the many
sections composing the cholr had been to-
gother,

The next number was a soprano solo by
Miss Emmn Moeller of Omaha. She sang
the recitative and  arla, “"With Verdure
Clad," from Haydn's “Creatlon.” She was
enthuslastieally  applauded and  presented
with a large bunch of American beauty
roses, responding with an encore which was
also vigorously applauded.

Bee. He wan workiug first and foremost
for the intercsts of the exposition and in his
official capucity he had treaied Mr. Hiteh-
cock with the utmost falroess.

Tent Blowe Down, Burying the Crowd
Underneath Its Folds,

BIG CENTER POLES CRUSH THE VICTIMS

Wild Rush for Safety by the People Tangled
Up in the Debris,

MANY HURT IN THE GENERAL STAMPEDE

Work of Reneue Pursuned Under Great
Diicultles After the Disaster—
Ten Thonsand Dollars Dam-
nEe to the Clrens,

RIOUX CITY, Ia, June 24.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—At 8 o'clock tomight a terrific wind
storin struck Sloux City. The tent of (he
Forepaugh-Sells Brothers' cireus was blown
over and resulted in death and injury to
many people.

It was not a torpndo so far as can  he
learped, but a terrific nerth gale, which
canged the terrible havoe, probably a sixty-
mile-n-minute gale. The weathor looked
threatening all the evening, but after o se-
vere rainstorm the people supposed 1t was
Several thousand persons went to
the clrcus and the tent was crowded. Just
nhout % o'clock the large canvas began to
heave and roll. In o minute there was the
groatost confusion. Men  shouted to  the
crowd to keep thelr seats, but it was of no
wvall, The canvas was rent in many places.
Women and men screamed pnd shouted in
wild excitement. It did not seem a minute
until the wnt was swepl away,

The large center poles fell at once, deal-
ing serlous Injury to the people. It was a
Ltarrible seene. All wos dorkness except for
the flashes of lightning. Men, women and
children were scrambling over each other,
It was a mad rush, no one seeming to know
which way to turn for safety, Mos=t of the
wild animals had been removed, bup many
shouted that the animils were loose, All
this added to the confusion and many were
infured In the general stampede.

The rain fell in torrents and the work of
rescue wag carrled on with the greatest
difficulty. It Is fmpossible at this hour to
glve n complete list of the injured, but
Is feared many more are hurt than have
been reported so far, 1t is feared some ran
luto tho Floyd river in the mad rush. Men
and women were to be seen lying flat on
the ground haoging to anything In sight
to save themselves from the terrific wind,
which kept up for fully fifteen minutes,
Finally it cleared up, but 4 left as a mark
an awful seene of devastatlon nnd suffering.
Many people are still missing from their
homes, and the death st may grow, The
work of rescue 18 st In progress,
